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A MAN who left a schoolboy 
traumatised after threatening to 
shoot him in the head has been 
locked up. 

Nathaniel Tume, 19, was a front 
seat passenger in a car which 
blocked the path of the 13-year- 
old, before brandishing what the 
boy thought was a handgun and 
grabbing his mobile phone. 

The boy had not realised the weapon 
was an imitation firearm, which was in fact 
a cigarette lighter. 

Since the robbery a year ago, he had 
continued to sleep with weapons under his 
pillow as a result of the trauma. In a 
statement the boy’s mother told Ipswich 
Crown Court that the incident had “terri¬ 
fied” her son, who continued to have 
nightmares about it. 

Tume, of Cangle Junction, Haverhill was 
sent to a young offenders’ institution for 
two-and-a-half years. He had pleaded 
guilty to robbery, attempted robbery and 
possession of an imitation firearm during a 
robbery. 

His accomplice, Thomas Spinks, 22, of 
Grooms Lane, Silver End, near Witham, was 
jailed for three years and four months, after 
pleading guilty to robbery and attempted 
robbery

Off-street’ prostitution a 
growing problem - police 


PROSTITUTION businesses 
are operating in Haverhill, 
with sexual services being 
advertised in newspapers, 
according to a police report. 

Suffolk Police Authority will 
tomorrow consider a report which 
reveals that officers working on a 
countywide prostitution strategy 
discovered a total of 241 premises 
in Suffolk being advertised as 
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providing sexual services, including 
some in Haverhill. 

Others were based in Newmarket 
and Mildenhall. 

Officers are now working to find 
out exactly where the premises are 
in a bid to tackle the “growing 
problem of off-street prostitution”. 
A team of police officers and 


other agencies, such as social 
services and drug counsellors, have 
been working for almost four years 
to develop a strategy to tackle 
prostitution, particularly in Ipswich 
where several prostitutes were 
murdered, as well as across the rest 
of the county. 

They have discovered links to 
organised crime and also illegal sex 
workers being brought in from 
other countries. As well as con¬ 


cerns about women being exp¬ 
loited and coerced into prostit¬ 
ution, the report also looks at the 
implications for people living 
nearby, along with community 
safety. 

Police authority members are 
recommended to continue to fund 
work on the strategy up to 2012 and 
to do further research into “off- 
street” as well as “on-street” 
prostitution.

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No prison time for man 
caught with child porn

A MAN caught with hundreds of 
filthy images of children on his 
computer has escaped a jail sent¬ 
ence. 

Computer repair shop staff in Haverhill 
grew suspicious after customer Kim 
Bearstead kept pestering them to mend 
his laptop. They found the images when 
the hard drive was scanned. 

Bearstead, 55, of Orkney Close, Haver¬ 
hill, had admitted 17 specimen charges, 
16 of making indecent images of children 
aged under 16 and one of possessing such 
images, when he appeared at Bury St 
Edmunds Magistrate’s Court in fuly. 

Magistrates ruled their powers of 
punishment were insufficient after 
hearing descriptions of the images, 
involving naked girls aged between 4 and 
11 . 

Although most of them were at the least 
serious level one on the five-level scale, 
others were up to level four, showing 
children involved in sexual activity with 
adults. 

At Ipswich Crown Court, Bearstead was 
sentenced to a three-year community 
order, including supervision and the 
requirement that he takes part in a sex 
offender’s treatment programme. 

He was also ordered to stay on the Sex 
Offenders’ Register for the next five years 
and pay £300 costs. 

Kevin Lowson, prosecuting, had 
previously told magistrates that the 
offences came to light in February when 
Bearstead, who has no previous con¬ 
victions, took his laptop to be repaired at 
a shop in Haverhill. 

Staff became suspicious when he con¬ 
stantly contacted them about the work, 
found the indecent images and contacted 
the police. 

Mark Thompson, for Bearstead, said the 
charges related to samples taken from a 
total of 550 pictures found, some of them 
duplicates. 

He said most of the images were at level 
one and his client had only viewed them, 
not stored them or passed them on to 
others. 

He had not been involved in the making 
of the images, which were all stills.

Prosecutor Godfried 
Duah said the 13-year- 
old had been confronted 
as he walked along 
Chalkstone Way, Hav¬ 
erhill, on October 4 last 
year while sending text 
messages from his mob¬ 
ile phone. 

One of the two occ¬ 
upants of the front seats 
of the small dark col¬ 
oured vehicle produced 
what appeared to be a 
handgun, and the boy 
was told: “What if I put a 
bullet in your head”. The 
boy was forced to hand 
over his mobile phone. 

The car then drove off 
but the boy made a note 


of the registration. The 
same evening Tume and 
Spinks had also attempt¬ 
ed to rob another teen¬ 
ager in Haverhill. 

A 17-year-old, who was 
with a friend, was app¬ 
roached in Strasbourg 
Square by the pair and 
shown the gun, but be¬ 
fore any property could 
be taken they managed 
to run off and reported 
the incident to police. 

During a search of 
Tume’s home the stolen 
mobile phone was rec¬ 
overed but the imitation 
firearm has never been 
found. 

Richard Potts, defend¬ 
ing, said Tume had a

number of previous con¬ 
victions but had made a 
“mammoth leap” in be¬ 
coming involved in the 
robbery. 


At the time of the inci¬ 
dent he had been living 
with 10 siblings, his 
mother and step-father 
and had been trying to 
“get out of the way”, 
making friends with an 
“inappropriate” group of 
people. 

He said: “This was ob¬ 
viously extremely serious 
but was born out of high 
jinks.” 

fudge Philip Clegg said: 
“It was not done for gain. 
It was done at the time 
for a bit of what they per¬ 
ceived to be a laugh. They 
thought it would be fun 
to see how far people 
would run if they threat¬ 
ened them with it.”

RESIDENTS are claiming they 
only learned of plans to build a 
north east relief road for Haverhill 
a few days before the closing date 
for objections. 

Ian fohnson, of Roman Way, said he and 
his neighbours were horrified to discover 
the road was part of a Local Development 
Framework for Haverhill over the next 30 
years, to run alongside 2,500 new houses. 

The proposed scheme would link the 
new northern relief road, due to be built 
to link the Cambridge and Bury St 
Edmunds roads, and continue the link 
from Little Wratting to the A1017 in Essex. 

Mr fohnson said residents had a 
number of concerns, including the loss of 
valuable “wildlife corridors” in the town, 
the possible disruption of Haverhill golf 
course and a huge development merging 
the town with Kedington. 

Mr fohnson and some of his neighbours 
lodged their objections before yesterday’s 
closing date, but he feared many people 
would be unaware of the plans. 

He told the Weekly News he had only 
discovered the plan after seeing an adver¬ 
tisement by developers Carisbroke opp¬ 
osing the option and putting forward an 
alternative of smaller areas of devel¬ 
opment instead of a larger one. 

Mr fohnson said: “I would not have 
been aware of what was going on if I had 
not looked at the website. This was the 
first time we learned that this was being 
put forward as policy. 

“There is not a route for the road as yet, 
but sensibly if they don’t put it across the 
golf course it has got to go across lovely 
open meadows along the Stour brook 
linking to the East Town Park. There is a 
lot of wildlife in that area. 

“I think Haverhill should develop, but 
why on one huge site?” 

Ian Poole, planning policy manager at 
St Edmundsbury Borough Council said: 
“The Core Strategy Submission Document 
referring to this area says that any 
development in north east Haverhill will 
need a north east relief road between the 
A143 and the A1017. 

“A lot of detailed work is needed to 
determine how this will be provided, 
including looking at whether existing 
roads can be used or upgraded. 

“The golf course is important both 
environmentally and for leisure, and it is 
protected under the policies of the 
Braintree Local Plan.” 

He added: “Work on assessing the 
viability of the road is part of an Area 
Action Plan for the town, which will be 
started in the next few months. Any 
proposals will be widely consulted on 
with the public.”

Warning to drivers 
over school patrols 


A COUNCIL has launched its 
annual Stop Means Stop camp¬ 
aign, aimed at drivers who fail 
to stop or are rude and abusive 
to school crossing patrollers. 

Suffolk County Council’s campaign 
runs until October 31 and is organised 
with help from local authorities to help 
make drivers aware that patrol officers 
have the same legal powers to stop 
traffic as police. 

Another misconception is that patrol 
officers are only permitted to help 
children cross the road. But changes to 
the 2001 Road Traffic Act means that a 
patrol officer can stop traffic to cross all 
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pedestrians, not just children. 

In the past year, the county council’s 
road safety team has received a 
number of complaints from patrols 
about the behaviour of some drivers. 

The complaints include failing to 
stop, driving around the patroller when 
they are on the road, using abusive 
language, threatening the patroller 
with physical violence and loudly 
revving the engine while the patroller 
and children are in the road. 

David Chenery, road safety group 


manager, said: “School crossing patrol 
officers play a vital role in ensuring 
school children are provided with a 
safe route to and from school. They 
should be able to do this without fear 
of intimidation and threatening 
behaviour from inconsiderate mot¬ 
orists.

Gene discovery 
is c life-saving’ 


THE discovery by Cam¬ 
bridge University scien¬ 
tists of a faulty gene 
linked to more than half 
of all breast cancers has 
been hailed by a sur¬ 
vivor of the disease as 
“life-saving”. 

The gene is also thought to 
be implicated in half of bowel 
and prostate cancers and a 
quarter of ovarian and bladd¬ 
er cancers. 

Anna Libby, who has sur¬ 
vived breast cancer and now 
runs the Cambridge-based 
Breast Buddies support group 
for sufferers and their fam¬ 
ilies, welcomed news of the 
discovery. 

She said: “We are talking 
about saving lives - and that’s 
what my group does. Breast 
Buddies is for anybody who 
has had, or has, breast can¬ 
cer.”

Her breast cancer was oest¬ 
rogen-related, not gene¬ 
tically-related, but she said: 
“The reality is that there are 
several different types of 
breast cancer. 

“There are people within 
my group who have genet¬ 
ically-related cancer.” 

The gene, NRG1 (neure- 
gulin-1), works as a “guard”, 
suppressing cancerous tum¬ 
ours. If it is missing or faulty, 
tumours can grow. 

Dr Paul Edwards, of the 
department of pathology, 
who discovered the gene with 
colleagues, said the discovery 
provided “vital information” 
about how cancers spread. 

He said NRG1 could be “the 
most important tumour sup¬ 
pressor gene discovery in the 
last 20 years”.

The breakthrough is 
thought to be the most sig¬ 
nificant step forward in 


cancer gene research since 
another gene, p53, was 
discovered in the 1970s and 
found to be implicated in 
cancers in the late 1980s. 

The latest research was 
published in the journal 
Oncogene and funded by 
Breast Cancer Campaign and 
Cancer Research UK. 

Arlene Wilkie, director of 
research and policy at Breast 
Cancer Campaign, said 
12,000 UK women die from 
breast cancer every year. 

She said the research is “a 
major step forward” in under¬ 
standing the genetics of 
cancer and could open up 
new strategies to improve 
diagnosis and treatment.

Micro Men, a one-off drama, is 
part of Electric Revolution, a 
season of programmes giving 
viewers a unique insight into 
how developments in 
technology have shaped our 
lives over the past 50 years. 

The Centre for Computing 
History supplied all of the 
computers and technical props 


for the programme. In fact, they 
also supplied one of the extras - 
largely due to his seventies 
hairstyle - when curator Jason 
Fitzpatrick spent a week at West 
Drayton filming the Acorn 
scenes. Jason said: “It was a 
unique experience - just watch 
out for me dancing at a 
seventies-style party.” 

"On a more serious note, I also 
designed and built from scratch 
the prototype BBC micro that is 
seen in the film. The original no 
longer exists, so I had to build it 
based on two old photos of the 
machine and guidance from the 
original designers." 

"It’s all been quite 
breathtaking, but this latest 
production was particularly 
special for me, as it deals with 
two of my heroes from that era."

Could a charge 
boost the city? 



In a jam: tough decisions need to be made about Cambridge’s road 
congestion. 


The proposal to 
slap a congestion 
charge on drivers 
in Cambridge has 
triggered anger - 
but a leading think 
tank believes it 
could be a boon. 
CHRIS ELLIOTT 
reports. 


I F it happens, it will not 
be before 2017 - but 
Cambridge’s proposed 
congestion charge is still a 
major bone of contention. 

Workers are worried that if it 
does come in, they will be hugely 
out of pocket, and small 
businesses fear it could drive them 
to the wall. 

Cambridgeshire County 
Council’s cabinet has backed a bid 
for £500 million from the 
Government’s Transport 
Innovation Fund to pay for better 
public transport services. 

As a first stage, the council plans 
to ask for early confirmation of £25 
million in Government funding for 
Chesterton railway station, which 
would begin to be built in 2012 - 
three years earlier than planned. 

At the end of 2010, a hill bid for 
the remainder of the £500 million 
package is planned. This will 
include a ‘trigger point’ for a 
congestion charge to be 
introduced - a move that will need 
to be agreed by the public, 
businesses, partner authorities 
and the Government itself. 

The earliest a congestion charge 
would be introduced is 2017, the 
county council insists, adding “and 
only as a last resort if the record- 
breaking TIF investment into 
transport does not help and the 
agreed trigger is reached”. 

The cabinet backing for the bid 
will be debated by a meeting of the 
full council a week today, but in the 
meantime, a think tank which 
specialises in transport issues has 
weighed in to the debate. 

The Centre for Cities, which 
focuses on ways to help cities to 
improve their economic 
performance, believes it could 
have genuine benefits. 

LenaTochtermann, one of the 
organisation’s analysts, said: 


“Cambridge is one of the fastest- 
growing and most successful cities 
in the UK. But a side effect of this 
success is congestion. Last year, 
transport consultants Steer Davis 
Gleave estimated congestion costs 
Cambridge approximately £70 
million - and this could rise to 
£170 million by 2021. Congestion 
will get even worse as Cambridge 
continues to grow in the recovery. 

“Congestion costs local 
businesses money. And although 
some will face congestion charge 
fees as a result of the scheme, a 
well-targeted scheme will make 
journeys and commuting faster - 
and local businesses more 
efficient. Knowing that your 
deliveries will arrive on time has a 
significant monetary value. With 
quicker transit times, many 
employees will become more 
productive - adding to a business’s 
bottom line.” 

She said that if a congestion 
charge scheme were to succeed, it 
would have to be “designed well”. 

“Stockholm’s scheme, for 
example, was successful at 
reducing congestion and 
improving air quality. Impressed 
by these results, the city’s residents 
approved the scheme after a 
seven-month trial period. 

For a Cambridge scheme to 
succeed, the county council must 
make sure the scheme covers the 
right area and that charges are set 
at the right level. 

“If charging gets the go-ahead, 
Cambridgeshire stands to gain a 
once-in-a generation boost to local 
transport. A ‘yes’ to congestion 
charging could unlock £500 


million, which would substantially 
improve public transport in 
Cambridge, including a new 
station at Chesterton, an extension 
of the guided busway to 
Addenbrooke’s andTrumpington 
and 180 kilometres of cycling route 
upgrades. All of these would be in 
place before a charge came in. 

“£500 million represents a large 
sum for Cambridgeshire - about 
70 times the size of the county’s 
current Local Transport Plan 
funding. Whether or not charging 
is right for Cambridge, with 
Government debt at 56.6 per cent 
of CDfi the next government, 
whatever its political colour, will 
need to cut back on public 
spending. 

The funding on offer is a now- 
or-never opportunity for crucial 
transport upgrades in the area, 
such as the new station at 
Chesterton. Alongside the up-front 
investment, the income from 
congestion charging can help fund 
transport improvements, such as 
night buses, in the years to come. 

“The timing of a decision could 
not be trickier. Even before the 
current recession, congestion 
charging has proved extremely 
unpopular. Last December, 
Manchester’s residents voted no to 
congestion charging - following 
the West Midlands’ and 
Edinburgh’s rejection of charging 
schemes. Cambridge is now the 
only city left considering the 
introduction of a charging scheme. 

“A ‘no’ to charging in Cambridge 
would mean the end of city 
congestion charging schemes. 
Then where next for Cambridge in 
the fight against gridlock?”

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New legal ‘hub’ to offer help 
to those with debt problems 


THE Weekly News has teamed 
up with Barclays Money Skills, 
which aims to help people 
improve their confidence and 
ability to manage money.

Today, we focus on the 
launch of Advicehub, a service offering free legal advice. 


ADVICE experts in 
Cambridgeshire are 
witnessing a major increase 
in calls about debt - and they 
have now launched a new 
project to help. 

The county’s Citizens 
Advice Bureaux said one in 
three of all the cases they 
handle was debt-related - an 
increase of 30 per cent on 
the same time a year ago. 

The statistics were 
disclosed last week at the 
launch of Advicehub, a new 
project aimed at giving 
people in Cambridgeshire 
better access to free legal 
advice. 

It will use ‘mini hubs’ 
around the county, touch¬ 
screen kiosks and online 
technology to provide 
information for people in 
need. 

It is backed by funding 
from the Big Lottery Fund, 
and the launch at 
Cambridge’s 

Emmanuel College - chaired 
by BBC Radio 
Cambridgeshire presenter 
Antonia Bricked - was 
attended by staff from CAB 
branches, health chiefs, 
business leaders and local 
council representatives. 

Linda Hutchinson, 
manager of Fenland CAB, 
said: “CABs in 


Cambridgeshire are seeing 
more and more people who 
have worked all their lives 
and have never previously 
been in a position of 
needing to claim benefits or 
being unable to pay their 
bills. 

“The impacts of this 
recession are touching 
people from the entire social 
spectrum. Nationally, the 
increase in people seeking 
JobSeekers’ 

Allowance after losing their 
jobs is 99 per cent. In 
Cambridgeshire, which is 
traditionally seen as an 
affluent area, the increase is 
a staggering 282 per cent on 
last year’s figures.” 

In the first three months of 
last year, CAB advisers dealt 
with 5,972 debt inquiries - in 
the first quarter of this year, 
the figure climbed to 7,638, 
up 28 per cent. 

A CAB spokeswoman said: 


“Debt causes real hardship to 
families, leading to 
repossession of homes and 
homelessness, harassment 
by creditors, pressure from 
bailiffs and the fear of not 
knowing what will happen 
next. A rise in stress and 
mental health problems 
caused by debt and 
unemployment is being seen 
by GPs. 

“Effective debt advice via 
the CAB service not only 
removes this pressure, 
enabling families to regain 
control of their finances, but 
also eliminates the economic 
burden on local authorities of 
dealing with homeless 
families. 

“Specific action taken by 
the CAB service has enabled 
people to avoid repossession 
- currently it is helping 
approximately 15 families a 
week to keep their homes, 
through court represent¬ 
ation.” 


Force may face 
up to 20pc cuts

CAMBRIDGESHIRE Chief 
Constable Julie Spence is 
poised to make swingeing 
cuts of up to 20 per cent as 
she takes a swipe at polit¬ 
icians. 

The county’s lead officer is pre¬ 
paring contingency plans for cuts of 
between 10 and 20 per cent. 

The revelation comes as the 
country braces itself for massive 
spending cuts because of the huge 
national debt. 

Mrs Spence warned that the 
impact of cuts on her already cash- 
strapped force would inevitably 
mean fewer frontline police officers. 

She said: “Anything between 10 
and 20 per cent is what we’ve 
projected is likely to be the outcome, 
whatever government gets into 
power, in relation to where we think 
the financial deficit lies.” 

Mrs Spence went on to say that 
politicians who promised that the 
frontline could be protected “prob¬ 
ably lack a dose of reality”.

Asked if there would be fewer 
police officers on the streets, she 
said: “The honest answer is yes, there 
probably will be.” 

Mrs Spence has consistently called 
on the Government for a £2 million 
cash injection to pay for 100 extra 
officers. 

But with cuts on the cards, it looks 
like she will have to deal with the 
influx of migrants and an increasing 
population on less money and fewer 
officers. 

Mrs Spence, who became Chief 


Constable in 2005, gained a national 
profile after speaking out about an 
increase in migrant crime. 

She first sparked debate in Sep¬ 
tember 2007 by raising the issue of 
the impact of immigration on Cam¬ 
bridgeshire, which made it the 
fastest-growing county in the UK. 

And immigration is likely to 
increase further, creating a 21 per 
cent rise in Cambridgeshire’s pop¬ 
ulation by 2031. 

Official projections showed there 
could be almost 800,000 people 
living in the county by the fourth 
decade of this century 

This population explosion would 
be fuelled by an influx of 13,500 
migrants each year, according to the 
Office of National Statistics (ONS). 

Increased birth rates and internal 
migration levels will contribute to 
growth. 

If current trends continue, the 
county’s present population of 
608,000 will grow to 677,000 by 2016, 
and 789,000 by 2031. 

The force currently has around 
1,400 officers. 

Mrs Spence was speaking on 
Panorama: The Truth About Cuts on 
BBC One.

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Massive stroke led to a life of 
helping others with disabilities

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i T WAS walking 
I across a busy 
A road when I felt 
as if the side of my 
head had been hit 
with a sledge¬ 
hammer/’ 

That’s how Andy Kent 
describes the moment he 
suffered a life-threatening 
cerebral haemorrhage, 
causing a massive stroke 
that robbed him of the use 
of his limbs on his right 
side. 

At the time, Andy was 
just 24, with a wife and 
two young children 
dependent on his 
working income. But now, 
27 years later, and despite 
his resulting “challenges”, 
the 52-year-old from 
Swavesey is a successful 
businessman who 
dedicates much of his 
time and money helping 
other people with 
disabilities get a foothold 
in the world of work. 

Andy describes his 
ordeal calmly, but you can 
hear the catch in his voice 
as he describes how the 
day of his stroke was 
destined to change his 
family’s lives forever. 

“I was working in a 
small family-run garage 
on Edgware Road in 
London when I fell ill,” he 
recalls. “I had been 
delivering a car to an 
MOT testing station up 
the road and was walking

back when my head 
started to hurt. 

“Somehow I managed 
to get back to the garage 
just in time to collapse on 
the floor, and later woke 
up in hospital.” 

In his characteristically 
frank way, Andy describes 
the time following his 
admission to hospital as 
“a little bit hazy”. 

“There are a lot of grey 
areas, but eventually I was 
told by the doctors I had a 
severe migraine and sent 
home to take it easy for a 
couple of days,” he says. 

“Luckily, as I was being 
discharged, someone 
suggested a brain scan 
‘just in case’. 

“About a week later - by 
which time I was getting 
quite ill with my right side 
starting to fade, losing 
control of my arm and leg 
and with my speech and 
sight going -1 got a phone 
call from the hospital 
asking me to go for the 
brain scan.” 

Andy says the nurse 
that looked after him 
while he had the scan was 
shocked he was still 
standing, considering the 
size of the bleed and the 
length of time it had gone 
undiagnosed. 

“She asked us to wait to 
speak to a doctor about 
the scan, but ‘Andy being 


Andy’, I decided to go 
home and wait. Within an 
hour of getting back they 
phoned us and said I had 
to go back straight away 
and were sending an 
ambulance for me. 

“After three days in the 
hospital they injected dye 
into my bloodstream to 
find out how bad the 
damage from the bleed 
was. 


“But I had an adverse 
reaction to the iodine in 
the dye which put me into 
a coma. That lasted for 
about six weeks.” 

In fact, Andy was in 
such a bad way that the 
doctors told his wife, Jan, 
that she should prepare to 
say goodbye. “At one stage 
they told her to come up 
to the hospital because 
they thought I was going. 


She made the hour-and- 
a-half trip to be told I was 
in intensive care and she 
should start making 
arrangements. 

“But it’s okay, because 
I’m still here! No, 
seriously, I’m sure it was a 
very difficult time for Jan. 
My son was only 4 and 
my daughter 2 at the 
time, and it was a very 
long way from home, so it 


must have been terrible 
for her.” 

And even when the 
worst was over, Andy says 
the strain on his family 
didn’t stop. 

“I got frustrated 
because I couldn’t do 
things and I used to make 
silly phone calls to Jan 
and tell her that I was 
going to leave and that 


she should come and get 
me. I couldn’t even walk 
properly.” 

In a typically 
determined manner, 
however, Andy made 
giant leaps in his 
rehabilitation and, just a 
year after his stroke, 
undertook a 997-mile 
walk from Land’s End to 
John o’Groats, raising 
more than £24,000 for a

new scanning unit to 
better detect illnesses 
such as strokes. 

And while that may 
seem like a fairy-tale 
ending to his story 
unfortunately the reality 
was not quite so 
Hollywood. 

“Once I got out of the 
hospital I went back to 
working,” he explains. 

“But one of my big 
challenges, and 
something that affects a 
lot of people with brain 
injuries, was my mood 
swings. I tend to find it 
difficult to control them 
and have to work really 
hard at it. 

“And I have a tendency 
now to be very frank, and 
often what I think comes 
straight out of my mouth 
without my brain being 
involved. It didn’t endear 
me to bosses and 
employers, and I found 
myself jumping from job 
to job.” 

It was in 2002 that Andy 
finally had enough of the 
uncertainty He had been 
managing a firm in 
Cambridge for a while and 
had seen it turn into a big 
success, but the owner 
sold it without telling him, 
leaving him unemployed 
yet again. 

He says: “I could have 
gone to court and tried to 
get money out of them I 
guess, but I decided to go 
the easier route and start 
my own, competing firm 
but with the emphasis on 
employing people with 
disabilities and 
difficulties. That business 
was Andy’s Kars. 

“I deliberately didn’t set 
it up as a not-for-profit 
enterprise. I wanted to 
show it could be a success 
despite some of our staff 
having bigger challenges 
than the norm.” 

Today business is 
booming, with Andy’s 
whole family employed at 
the firm’s base in Viking 
Way Industrial Estate, Bar 
Hill. 

“Jan is the company 
secretary while my 
daughter Emma is the 
office manager, and my 
son Russell is workshop 
foreman.” 

Andy says that the 


many awards they win 
each year for their work is 
one of the measures of 
their success - in 2007 
they won a prestigious 
national award which saw 
them described as the 
UK’s most disability- 
friendly employer - but 
for him the real measure 
has been the demand they 
have for training places. 

“Up until now we’ve 
been funding all the extra 
things needed to keep 
people in the garage out of 
our own pocket, and on 
average have one person a 
day with us. Normally 
youngsters, as I call them 
although sometimes they 
are up to 30 years old, are 
with us for around 12 
weeks. We support some 
of them going on to two 
days a week and others 
into full apprenticeships. 

“But the problem is that 
we want to expand the 
number of places we can 
offer, and that’s where our 
newest project should 
come in.” 

Andy and his family are 
now in the midst of setting 
up a separate charitable 
sociable enterprise called 
Andy’s Ark to allow them 
to apply for more funding 
and continue their 
training efforts. 

“We want to expand to 
other garages - we 
actually have plans for 
doing that as soon as we 
can and adding three sites 
within the next four years. 
Clearly that’s about us 
expanding our own 
enterprises, but I would 
also love to help other 
businesses to develop the 
same principles and 
company ethics. 

“It’s simple: the more 
businesses we get helping 
disabled and 

disadvantaged people, the 
more people we have off 
sick and disabled 
Government funding and 
it helps the individuals too 
by giving them a purpose 
in life. 

“We all have bad days, I 
know I certainly still do, 
where even picking up a 
pen from across a desk 
can be difficult and 
frustrating, but it’s about 
saying there is no such 
thing as ‘can’t do’ and 


learning to make positives 
out of negatives. 

“I’ve had kids come 
here unable to get on the 
bus without a carer, and 
just six weeks later they’ve 
rolled up at work all on 
their own, having made a 
huge step forward. And 
the thing is that I really do 
know how that feels and I 
can truly appreciate how 
difficult those steps can 
be. 

“My teaching tools 
include reminding people 
that there is always life 
after any incident or 
mishap. You are only given 
something like that to deal 
with because you can 
cope with it. It is then you 
have to prove that you can 
cope with it and use your 
experiences to inspire 
others. 

Andy’s Ark is about 
giving someone a chance 
to pick up a tool without 
saying they can’t: saying 
‘yes you can’, you just have 
to believe and you’ll find a 
way to do it. 

“They may not do it the 
same way as you and I - 
with both hands - but 
that’s not to say they can’t 
do it. Just because you can 
no longer write with your 
right hand, doesn’t mean 
you don’t have a left.” 

The next step in Andy’s 
long-term plan is to try to 
persuade investors to 
come forward. 

“We are already talking 
to people like MP Andrew 
Lansley to try and get a bit 
of momentum and get our 
story out into the public 
domain,” he says. “But to 
be honest, I’d love to get 
someone like Richard 
Branson on board to raise 
our profile.” 

When quizzed as to how 
he can be so certain his 
latest venture will be a 
success, Andy’s answer is 
disarmingly simple: 

“You don’t get anything 
without first having a 
dream. You’ve got to have 
the courage to ask the 
questions. People think 
you’re crazy. But no one 
gets anywhere without 
believing in their dreams.”

This is the result of the latest 


assessment of NHS financial 
performance undertaken by the 
Audit Commission, published on 
October 1, with auditors ass¬ 
essing England’s 152 PCTs under 
a new and more demanding ‘use 
of resources’ (UoR) regime. 

This assessment considers 
how PCTs manage their finances, 
workforce and assets to deliver 
value for money, and how they 
govern themselves. 

In common with the rest of 
England, no PCT achieved a top 
score, but notably, NHS Suffolk 
performed best out of the 14 
PCTs in the East region. 

This news follows yesterday’s 
annual general meeting held by 
NHS Suffolk, at which it revealed 
a £49.7 million increase in 
healthcare spending during 
2008-09 and overall manage¬ 
ment costs set at just 1.9 per cent 
of total expenditure - lower than 
the regional average.

GARDENING 


Some shrubs easier 
to move than others 


A s you tidy up your 
beds and borders 
this autumn, take a 
look at what has 
overgrown its allocated 
spot and also what didn't 
work in a particular place 
this year. 

Late autumn is a good time to 
move large shrubs and other 
plants, while they are dormant, 
to more suitable places or even 
into pots until you can decide 
where you want them to go. 

The ones which are most 
easily moved are those with 
fibrous roots - masses of thin 
roots which don’t go very deeply 
in to the soil. You can dig right 
underneath the root system and 
it doesn’t matter if a few roots 
are broken, as there will be 
plenty of others left to take hold 
and become established. 

Shrubs that are easy to move 
include camellia, Mexican 
orange blossom (Choisya 
ternata), dogwood, broom, 
heather, forsythia, fuchsia, hebe, 
spiraea, rosemary, mock orange 
(Philadelphus), kerria and 
hydrangea. 

Before you start, decide where 
you want the shrub to grow and 
dig the ground where you are 
going to plant, adding some 
bulky organic matter. 

Dig a circular trench around 
the shrub with a radius of 
between 30 and 45cm (12-18in) 
depending on the size of the 
shrub and keep digging down 
until you reach the end of the 
roots. Then push the spade 
under the shrub and lever it 
gently to ease out the remaining 
roots. You may have to do the 
same on the other side and go 
round the shrub several times 
before it lifts out. 

Once the shrub is completely 
loose, rock it forwards, away 
from you, and place a large piece 
of sacking or heavy duty 
polythene sheeting underneath 
it. Then rock the plant towards 
you and manoeuvre the sacking 
underneath it so that the shrub 
is in the centre of it. Tie the 
sacking tightly around the 
rootball and lift the whole thing 
out, before giving it a good 
water. 

It’s best to transfer the shrub 
straight away. Dig a hole slightly 
larger than the rootball and put 
the shrub in it, ensuring that it’s 
at exactly the same level in the 
soil as it was before. If it’s too 
low, put some more soil in the 
bottom of the hole. If it’s too 
high, make the hole a bit deeper. 

Once you have a perfect 
position, slide the sacking out 
from underneath the shrub and 
mix a handful of blood, fish and 
bonemeal in with some of the 
soil you’ve dug out, using it to fill 
in the hole and give the shrub a 
good soaking. 

Firm the plant in gently with 
your heel, to take up any air 
pockets. 

Shrubs which are more 
difficult to move include 
buddleia, the smoke bush

(Cotinus coggygria), berberis, 
weigela, lilac and flowering 
currant (Ribes). 

Shrubs with tap roots, which 
grow very deep and have fewer 
roots, are more difficult to move 
as it’s harder to dig them out and 
if you damage the roots there 
will be fewer to establish 
themselves in their new 
position. 

If you are determined to move 
a prize shrub which has tap 
roots, dig a wide trench around 
it, filling it with organic matter 
and leave it for 12 months. 

That way it will produce new 
roots which grow out into the 
organic matter, so that it forms a 
new, stronger rootball which will 
compensate if you snap the tap 
root when you lift the shrub out. 

Once you have replanted your 
shrub, keep it well watered until 
it has established itself and add 
a layer of organic mulch to 
protect it over the winter 
months. 

PLANT OF THE WEEK 
Sea holly (Eryngium) 

These striking architectural 
plants are best grown in full sun 
in dry, gritty soil and are 
therefore ideal for coastal 
gardens. They lift any border, 
forming basal rosettes of leaves 
that are often prickly, with 
attractive silvery-white veins. 
From midsummer until early 
autumn they bear branching 
stems of round or cone-shaped 
violet-blue flowers with narrow 
grey-blue bracts which are good 
for drying. Smaller varieties can 
be grown in rock gardens, while 
taller ones go well in the 
herbaceous border, where their 
skeletal forms can be 
appreciated throughout winter. 
Protect sea hollies from 
excessive winter wet, especially 
in cold or exposed gardens. 
Plants can be divided in spring. 
Eryngiums make up a large 
group of annuals, biennials and 
deciduous and evergreen 
perennials. 

Good varieties include E. x 
tripartitum, a perennial which 
grows up to 90cm (3ft), and E. x 
oliverianum, which has dark 
green spiny leaf rosettes, blue 
stems, and flowers from 
midsummer to early autumn. 

GOOD ENOUGH TO EAT 
Cranberries 

Ever since Delia 
recommended cranberries to 
her fans there has been 
increased interest in these small 
red fruits which make the most 
delicious jellies and cordials. 
They are low-growing, evergreen 
hardy shrubs which need acid 


soil, but do well in pots or raised 
beds where garden soil doesn’t 
have a low enough pH or is not 
boggy enough for their survival. 

Buy young plants and set them 
30cm (12in) apart, in a sunny 
spot, to eventually merge to form 
a good ground cover crop. They 
need little maintenance, just 
clipping back to ensure they stay 
compact and bushy. If you don’t 
have many berries, apply a liquid 
ericaceous fertiliser in mid¬ 
spring and water the plants with 
rain water when you can, 
keeping the soil moist. 

Once fruits have been picked 
in the autumn, before the first 
frosts, tidy them up by giving the 
plants a trim. 

THREE WAYS TO: 

Ripen green tomatoes 

1. Spread them in a cardboard 
box with a ripe apple or banana 
and put the box somewhere 
warm. Alternatively, put them in 
a paper bag with a ripening fruit 
and stick it in a drawer. 

2. If a frost is forecast, gently lift 
the whole plant and hang it 
upside down in a garage or cellar 
where temperatures are above 
freezing. 

3. Place up to four large 
tomatoes in a jar or bag along 
with a ripening fruit and then 
seal it. Beware that the 
combination of moisture and 
warmth can encourage mould so 
it is best to put holes in the bag 
or regularly open and check the 
jar. 

WHAT TO DO THIS WEEK 

■ Place dustbins full of water 
under greenhouse staging. They 
warm up during the day, 
releasing their heat at night and 
act as storage heaters. 

■ Plant out hardy primulas 
raised from seed or divisions. 

■ Harvest cobnuts, hazelnuts 
and filberts when husks begin to 
yellow, but before they start 
dropping. 

■ Continue to pick fast maturing 
vegetables, such as French 
beans, runner beans, courgettes, 
cucumbers, peppers and 
tomatoes, to prevent them 
becoming stringy, tough or 
bitter. 

■ Where grass growth is thin and 
sparse, over-seed now with a 
suitable grass seed mixture. 

■ Lift onions and shallots once 
the foliage has started to die 
back. 

■ Take cuttings of rosemary, 
lavender, bay and hyssop. 

■ Take hardwood cuttings from 
gooseberry bushes to increase 
stock. 

■ Sow sweet peas in a cold frame 
or the greenhouse for early 
summer blooms next year. 

■ Plant new perennials while the 
soil is still warm, but moisture 
levels are increasing. 

■ Wait for the first frosts to hit 
dahlias and cannas before lifting 
the tubers or rhizomes. 

■ Buy spring-flowering bedding 
plants, such as bellis, primula, 
wallflowers, and violas.

Moving home can be a complicated business and, in the hectic run to the big 
day, it is all too easy to forget something vital. The Property News offers their 
readers this handy checklist that should help avoid major pitfalls. We suggest 
you tick off the items as you deal with them... 


WITH FOUR WEEKS TO GO: 


I—. Get estimates from removal companies, checking that comprehensive insurance cover is 
[J available against damage or loss. Is there a packing and unpacking service? Confirm the 
date of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

□ Check on your home contents insurance policies to ensure that you are covered for the 
move, and covered at your new address. 

□ Make arrangements for your gas and electricity meters (plus water meters where relevant) 
to be read and all your appliances to be disconnected on the day of your move. 

□ Arrange to take over gas and electricity at your new address, and make sure that all 
appliances will be properly fitted, plumbed or connected. 


□ Notify British Telecom and ask them to make the necessary arrangements for a final account 
at your present address, and for taking over or installing telephone facilities at your new 
home. 

Arrange for change of address cards to be printed. 


WITH TWO WEEKS TO GO: 


□ Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller. 

□ Make sure you have a good stock of packing materials, including sturdy boxes and plenty of 
string and sticky tape. 

□ Begin to throw out unwanted items from attics, wardrobes. What you really don't want you 
may as well dump now, or send to charity. It's a great time for a good sort out! 


WITH ONE WEEK TO GO: 


Send off change of address cards. 

Arrange and pay for automatic redirection of your mail by the Post Office. 

□ Cancel and pay up accounts for routine delivery services such as milk, groceries, fuel and 
your Cambridge Evening News. Re-organise these deliveries for your new address. 

□ Defrost refrigerators in preparation for move and, if you are moving a freezer and its 
contents, turn it up to maximum for a couple of days before you move. 


WITH ONE DAY TO GO: 


□ Complete your packing except for those items you are likely 
to need overnight, and prepare a picnic for moving day. 

Have a large enough cash 'float' available to deal with 
l_| unexpected expenses, and make sure you have collected 
documents and valuables together in a safe place. 

□ Cover carpets which are being left behind, so as to minimise 
damage during furniture removal. 

□ Check through previous lists to make sure nothing has been 
overlooked, then enjoy a worry-free early night! 



ON MOVING DAY: 


J Strip beds and pack bedding and nightclothes. 

Q Pack items for washing/toiletries. 

Q Take down curtains. 

Q Take up rugs, carpets, floor coverings, as required. 

Q Dismantle any light fittings etc., not included in the sale. 

Q Turn off electric appliances. 

Q Disconnect cooker. 

Q Turn off boiler/central heating. 

Q Turn off water. 

Q Read gas meter. 

Q Read electricity meter. 

Q Secure all windows. 

Q Lock all doors. 

Q Leave key as arranged with new owners. 

□ On arrival at your new home, unpack slowly and 
methodically so that you can check for loss or damage.

Scrappage 
is extended 


THE Government this 
week announced a 
£100 million increase 
to the vehicle 
scrappage scheme, to 
build on its success in 
boosting consumer 
demand. 

So far 227,750 orders 
have been placed through 
the scheme. The increased 
funding enables the 
scheme to fund a further 
100,000 vehicles, bringing 
total budget to £400 
million and covering up to 
400,000 vehicles in total. 
The extension continues 
as a Government and 
manufacturer partnership, 
with matched funding 
providing the £2,000 
discount for each 
scrappage order. 

Alongside the increased 
funding the Government 
will work with 
manufacturers to extend 
the benefits to van owners 
with vehicles over eight 
years old rather than the 
current 10-year 

requirement. Car owners 
will also get a boost, with 
the age qualification 
changed by six months to 
extend the benefits to cars 
registered on or before 
February 29 2000 (V 


registration). The scheme 
will come to an end in 
February 2010 or when the 
funding runs out, 
whichever is sooner. 

Business Secretary Lord 
Mandelson said: “This is 
not a blank cheque to the 
auto manufacturers but 
recognition that there is 
still a short-term 
challenge to boost 
demand and confidence 
in the sector.” 

Volvo, Nissan and Kia 
were among those to 
applaud the extension. In 
general the dealership 
chain and the car 
manufacturing sector have 
been highly enthusiastic 
about the extension. 

Criticism of the scheme 
has centred on the fact 
that the UK’s garage and 
parts firms will experience 
a significant downturn in 
their business as 
thousands of older cars 
disappear from UK roads. 

One of the UK’s leading 
car parts suppliers claims 
garage repair shops are 
closing down at an 
unprecedented rate. A 
survey by Car Parts Direct 
revealed 28 per cent of 
garage owners believed 
they were unlikely to be 
able to survive the next 


two years as a result of the 
scrappage scheme. 

The scheme has 
resulted in 227,500 cars, 
some in perfectly good 
condition, being 

scrapped. Another 175,000 
face a similar fate over the 
next six months. 

For repair shops, MoT 
centres and car parts 
suppliers it’s bad news. 
Cars over 10 years old are 
the vehicles most likely to 
need to be serviced and 
repaired, fob losses are 
“inevitable”. 

Mark Cornwall of Car 
Parts Direct said: “We 
should be tightening our 
belts rather than throwing 
money away like this.”

WILL motoring in the 
future ever be accident- 
free? It could be - 
especially if Volvo has 
anything to do with it. 

Electric cars, for example - 
now seen as good for the 
climate and thus important 
for tomorrow’s city drivers - 
are already being taken apart 
and destroyed by the Swedish 
firm in its pursuit of higher 
safety standards for this type 
of vehicle. 

But the firm’s focus remains 
on preventing accidents, and 
it has set itself the short-term 
target that no-one will be 
killed or injured in a new 
Volvo car by 2020. 

An impressive target - but 
not an impossible one, given 
Volvo’s spread of research into 
both car occupant, and 
pedestrian, protection. 

“Zero is the one and only 
solution for us,” says Jan 
Ivarsson, head of safety 
strategy at Volvo. 

“As the leader in car safety, 
we can’t accept that people 
are killed or injured just 
because they want to 
transport themselves from A 
to B. 

“Our aim is to come so 
close to zero that one single 
car accident is defined as a 
disaster, not an acceptable 
part of our daily lives.” 

So what exactly does Volvo 
have in the pipeline to 
prevent a collision? Firstly, it is 
looking at linking with other 
car makers to produce a safety 
system whereby one car 
literally “talks” to another if 
there’s the potential for 
danger. 

Ivarsson says a future Volvo 
will be able to “speak” to an 
oncoming vehicle, along the 
lines of: “You and I are about 
to collide head-on. If our 
drivers don’t react, we have to 
do something. Let’s steer clear 
of the danger.” 

The key to cars acting 
automatically to avoid a 
collision is finding a common 
'language’, the safety chief 
adds, to ensure the detection- 
prevention technology is 
reliable. 


“The air around us is 
already charged with 
communication, most of it 
used for pleasure or 
convenience,” says Ivarsson. 

“Adding traffic safety 
communication to this 
existing architecture is a far 
more sensible route than 
trying to invent and agree on 
a completely new ‘language’ 
for communicating in the 
traffic environment.” 

Volvo’s all-new Volvo S60, 
due here next year, will come 
with the firm’s next generation 
of preventive safety 
technology - a collision 
warning system that includes 
auto braking and pedestrian 
safety measures. 

Previous Volvo systems have 
helped the driver avoid 
collisions with other vehicles, 
but the S60’s fitment takes a 
giant step forward with a 
function that also boosts 
safety for unprotected road- 
users. 

The system can detect a 
pedestrian who has walked 
out in front of the car, as well 
as automatically braking to 
avoid the person at speeds 
below 15mph if the driver 
does not react in time. 

This new automatic braking 
function cuts in when a driver 
fails to react, and advances 
stopping power from a 
previous 50 per cent to full 
braking power. 

On the electric car safety 
front, Volvo’s research will 
ensure any future such 
vehicles it produces meet the 
firm’s extremely high safety 
standards. 

It will ensure the battery 
package, for instance, is 
protected effectively in a 
crash - Volvo has already 
theoretically identified all the 
electric-related safety 
scenarios in the stages before, 
during and after a collision. 

After a full study of these, 
the company will create 
solutions for handling each 
and every situation identified, 
guaranteeing that all of its 
future electric cars fully match 
Volvo’s renowned safety 
standards.

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider when 
writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or 
printer, ask a friend or use your local library. Use a 
good quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders 
and front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, date of birth, 
home and mobile phone numbers, email address and 
nationality. If you are offered an interview, the 
employer will want to get hold of you so give him as 
many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades 
for each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If 
you have a driving licence, let the employer know. If 
it's clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a job - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you in 
the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and 
it may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.
